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Remarks 

Appticants have carefiiUy the Office Action dated July 12, 2004. Claims 1-86 are 
pending. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner restricted the application to Inventions I and 
n. Applicants hereby elect without traverse to prosecute the species of Invention I 
corresponding to claims 1 - 10 and 84. This species is disclosed in Figures lA-lH and 
the corresponding parts of the specification. In the Office Action, figures 1 A-IE are 
described as corresponding to one species and figures IF-lH are described as 
corresponding to another species. However, as can be ascertained by reference to the 
specification— for example, in the Brief Description of the Drawings found on page 9, 
Une 15 tiiroughpage 10, line 2— Figures lA-lH depict the same embodiment and 
consequently the same species. Applicants therefore submit that the selection of the 
species corresponding to Figures lA-lH is fiiUy responsive. 

Reexamination and reconsideration are lespectfiiUy requested. It is respectfiilly 
submitted that the claims are now in condition for allowance, issuance of a Notice of 
Allowance in due course is requested.
